County 
Judge Smiley and Mr. Joslyn as well us 
the McHenry County Law and Order 
league also protested.

Interest in the Cowlin case ran high 
and the Olson' faction was highly elated 
Wednesday afternoon when word was 
received that Governor Dunne had 
granted Olson's request for a pardon 
for Adriel E. Cowlin.

CATTLE SALE 

IS STOPPED

Acting upon tek>)ihoned instructions 
from Dr. Dyson, head state veterinar- 
ian, SherifT Grinin last Saturday went 
to the Chorleft Enault farm at Waucon- 
da and prevented an auction sale of 
cattle, horses, etc., that had been 
scheduled. The sale was just about 
to start when the aherilT arrived. The 
fear that the sale of the cattle might 
hnvo the efl'ect of spreading the foot 
and mouth disease wns what actuated 
the state veterinarian in ordering the 
sale culled ofT. 

So far as known there have been no 
cases of the cattle disease in Waucon- 
da— at least no cattle there have been 
shot for that reason. The nearest the 
disease has come to Wauconda ia be- 
tween Palatine and Barrington, a dia- 
trtnce of about five miles. 

In his talk with the sherilT Dr. Dy- 
pun declared that all of Laktf county is 
Hfiil undiT qunrantine for the foot and 
mouth disease and that no one ha.n the 
riirht to hold a sale of 'cattle either 
public or private. 

Mr. Enaiilt had advertised the sale 
quite extennivtly and there were a 
number of buyers on hand when the 
hour for the sale arrived. Mr. Enault 
dr'clared that in view of the fact there 
has been none of the cattle disease in 
or immediately near Wauconda he 
thought the drastic onier of the state 
veterinarian was a severe hardship. 
He even expressed the opinion, it is 
said, that the state oITicer was drawing 
the lines too closely. 

Mr. Enault has not sufficient feed on 
hand to feed all the cattle he had in- 
tended to sell, so it will be necessary 
for him to secure a new supply. 

Those who know most about the foot 
and mouth disease think that perhaps 
the state veterinarian was rigtit after 
all in desiring to take no chances uf \\ 
posiiible spreading of the disease.

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DEATH RESULTS INSTANTLY COUNTY SHOULD UNITE 



Young Husband is Prnslraled Over 
Tcrriblp Outcome of His Wife's 
Smiling Remark 
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^Another home was made sad through 
an accident attendant upon the old 
time phase, "I didn't know it was 
loaded." The home was that of Mr. 
and Mrs. James Dail, who live at the 
corner of Eighteenth and Victoria 
streets, North Chicago. The accident 
occurred 12:30 Saturday. 

James Dall. a well known young man 
of North Chicago, arose from, the table 
after the noon meal , and announced to 
his young wife that he was going rabbit 
hunting. Dail stepped into a bed room 
and secured his shotgun. He is said to 
be a careful man, and never allowed a 
toad to remain in the chamber of the 
weapon after he had carried it into the 
hoUiie. 

Picking up the gun he started out of 
the room. He was confronted by his 
girlish wife, who laughinglv demanded 
of him: 

"Shoot me right in the heart." 

Smiling, Dail raised the gun to a level 
wi»h his wife's breast. He drew a 
"beod." Surely the| gun was not load- 
ed, he knew that, because he never per- 
mitted a cartridge to remain in it after 
he returned from a hunt. The "bead" 
was right. His wife stood smiling, 
awaiting ihe pull on the trigger. Her 
husband pulled it. There was a roar, 
the smile that had graced the face of 
the young woman turned to agony as 
she fell to the floor. Her husband, un- 
able to grasp a realization of the tra- 
gedy, stood as if turned to atone for a 
moment. The gun slipped from his 
hand and clattered to the floor. In an- 
another moment he was trying to still 
life into the limp form by his agonized 
calling of her name and by shaking her 
form. The awful realization came to 
him that ahe might be dead. The red 
spot fast covering her dress and the 
jagged wound in her breast met his 
eyes. 

He thought of calling a doctor and 
rushed to the phone. He summoned 
Dr. Jolly who arrived on the scene of 
the accident as quickly as possible 
When he arrived there he made a haaty 
examinatior\ of the wound and pro- 
nounced the woman' dead. The load of 
shot had entered her heart and ydeath 
had been instantaneous. 

The announcement came as ^a blow 
to the young husband, who until then 
seemed unable to grasp the terrible ex- 
tent of the tragedy. He began to cry 
like a child. From then on the great 
strain under which he was laboring 
overpowered him and for a time it was 
thought he might go insane over it all. 
Continually since the tragedy he has 
cried like a boy. 

Mrs. Dail who was the daughter of 
Mr. and Mrs, Shoup of North Chicago, 
for many years prominent residents of 
that city, was well known in North Chi- 
cago and Waukegan. She was barely 
20 years it is said. She bore the name 
of Miss Grace'Shoup before her mar- 
riage. Tne young couple had been 
married onlyleince June.

That the effect of the deci.-iion may 
be retroactive wns believed by persons 
who have followed the case. If this 
be tru(? county treasurers who have 
served during the last twenty years or 
their heirs will be forced to repay into 
the state treasury the fees which they 
retained. The law in question also ap- 
plies to other counties, and treasurers 
in the 101 counties outside of Cook 
would be under obligations to return 
the money thus obtained.

Berlin Admits Squadron's Loss. 

London. Dec. 12.— Berlin Is ready 
to concedo the loss of the Dresden, 
the Bole remaining unit of the Ger- 
man squadron destroyed by Vlce-Ad- 
mlral Sir Frederick Sturdee off the 
Falkland Islands in tho South At- 
lantic Tuesday. 
''\ The Imperial/ press bureau, from 
w]ilch ema^nates all ofDclal Informa- 
tion gWdtf for publication, in a state- 
ment issued apparently before the de- 
struction of the Xuernborg became 
known there, says, after recording tho 
sinking of the Scharnhorst, Gnelsenau 
nnd Leipzig and the escape of the 
Nuernberg and Dresden In the main 
engagement: 

"In view of the superiority of the 
enemy's fleet, which consists particu- 
* larly of big. fast, well-armed ships. 
there seems little chance that our 
two cruisers can long evade pursuit. 
Wo must therefore also reckon with 
the loss of both these ships." 

Revised reports of the casualties on 
the British ships during tho engage- 
ment showed seven men had been 
killed and four wounded. No casual- 
ties were reported among the ofTlcers. 

The Buenos Aires dispatch quotes 
private German sources as admitting 
that the German losses would reach 
3,000. 

Report Other German Losses. 
A dispatch from Coronel via Val- 
'~- . paralso says a merchant ship that 
afrt-iod at Concepcion last night re- 
ported it had Intercepted , a -tireless 
message stating" that the German 
transport Prinz Eltel Friedrlch has 
been sunk by a Japanese warship. It 
Is reported she had 1,500 German mar 
rincs aboard. 

The German armored cruiser Fried- 
rich Karl Is reported to have been 
sunk In tho Baltic sea by a mine and 
most of her crew drowned, accord- 
ing to an offlclal statement Issued by 
the French ministry of marine today. 
London, Dec. 11.— Admiral Sturdee 
r reports the sinking of the German

Today's offlclai bulletin reports that 
further progress has been made In 
the Le Petre wood, which is situated 
to the north of Pont-a-Mousson, near 
the Lorraine frontier. The logical 
conclusion Is that the French are 
flgbtlng their way to tho Metz forts, 
which indeed have already been bom- 
barded intermittently. 

In the course of events Le Petro 
wood has thus developed Into" a posi- 
tion of immediate Importance — a po- 
sition In which it focuses the atten- 
tion of all France. 

Further south, between Pont-a-Mous- 
son and Lunevllle, the French have 
regained possession of the frontier for 
an unbroken length of 40 miles. 

London, Dec. 14. — By admissions 
from Berlin it seems certain tho slen- 
der German hold. on the Meuse at SL 
Mihiel Is about to be broken. The 
French have crossed the German line 
of communication with Jlotz midway 
between St. Mihlol and Pont-a-Mous- 
son, although at a cost of 600 prison- 
ers and a large number of men killed 
and wounded. 

The official German report Issued 
today in Berlin refers to tho engage- 
ment thus: 

"Following their unsuccessful at- 
tack on Apremont. December 11 the 
French again attacked yesterday over 
a large front by way of Fllery (Clrey). 
The attack ended In the loss to tho 
French of GOO prisoners and a largo 
number of men killed and wounded. 
Our losses in this engagement amount- 
ed to about seventy wounded." 

The French have been particularly 
active the last few days In the 
Woevre district, as the culmination 
of a steady, grinding flght forward 
from the woods south of Apremont 
and an equally grueling advance from 
t|ie forts south of Verdun. This con- 
flict, almost lost sight of In the larger 
events of the Flanders and Polish 
campaigns, would in any other war 
have been ranked among the great 
campaigns. 



German Success In Poland. 

Berlin, Dec. 14.— Tho ofllclal report 
Issued today said: 

"In northern Poland wo captured a 
number of the Russian positions, tak- 
ing 11,000 prisoners and 43 guns."

Petrograd, Doc. 14.— Very heavy 
fighting has been reported from the 
battle front In Poland today. The fir- 
ing can be heard for many miles nnd 
it is proceeding incessantly. 

The Germans are throwing their ut- 
most endeavors into their aggressive 
efforts In the operations In the region 
of I-^wicz, where on a front 25 miles 
long, extending from Glovno north- 
ward to llovo on tho Vistula, they 
keep half a million men In the heat 
of battle day and night. 

They have thrown practically every 
man available onto the fighting lino. 
Aerial reconnolssances show that only 
slight bodies of reserves are being 
held In their rear. 

It Is clear that this army Is not 
Intended for* a serious renewal of the 
attempt on Warsaw, but Its furious 
succession of charges up to point 
blank range Is explained here as In- 
tended to delay tho Russian central 
army from advancing westward. 



Wa.'^hlngton Dee. 15.— The "econo- 
my policy- of the administration is 
maUilnined In the legislative, execu- 
tive and judicial appropriation bill ro- 
ported to the house by the appropria- 
tions committee on Monday. . Tho es- 
timates are cut consistently all down 
the line. 

The senate passed a bill appropriat- 
ing $1,000,000 for eradication of tho 
foot-and-mouth disease. 

Although the bill carries $2,285,100 
for an ngriciitural census, an Item 
not in hist year's measure, the tottil 
reported Is not greatly above that ot 
last session. 

Including the allowance for tho cen- 
sus, the bill carries ?:JS.744,7.^3.50, a 
cut of approximately $1,982,000 In the 
estlnmtes submitt'cd. The amount ap- 
propriated last year was $37,625,769. 

".N'o salaries are Increased and but 
very few adUltlomil employments are 
provided for ii- any of the departments 
of the government." says the report 
filed by Ileprecentatlve Johnson of 
South Carolina, chairman of tho sub- 
committee which framed tho bill. 
The committee also economized a 
bit at Its own expense. It Inserted a 
legislative rider providing that here- 
after membera of congress shall re- 
ceive only five cents per mile going 
to and returning from the sesalona.

The fact is that Mavtorena's 
men have been the attacking party 
and thero Is appears reasonably clear 
that they and only they, could have 
been to blame. 

"I remember similar instancea at El 
Paso, when the Maderlsta forcrs wero 
attacking there. In that caso those 
ahot were, for the most part, the Im- 
prudent and curious indlvlduala who 
flocked to witness tho fighting as if it 
had been a spectacular show, staged 
for their benefit 

"As to the use of force, of which Mr. 
Bryan talks, that is something, the 
gravity of which. I fear he does not 
fully appreciate.

"Look here, X,. why not start a 
department of furniture for our cub- 
tomera." said Y. "Wo ought to find It 
prontablo."

"I think we're losing money every 
day by not handling furniture," in- 
terjected Z. "Supposing wo let X try 
out hiB hand by putting a now line In 
our catalogue— furniture, carpets, ruga, 
pictures and that stuff." 

So It was decided that I should have 
n respite from my omco work and put 
In my time for a few weeks looking 
up the possibilities of a furniture de- 
partmcnt AH this time while wo 
were doing an enormous business, sev- 
eral thousand dollars' worth every 
week, wo carried no stock at all with 
tho exception of a few cheap watches 
and other articles of Jewelo— rovol- 
vera and a half dozen guns.

Narrow 
beds v/ero widened In tho pictures to 
look llko comfortable.'roomy beds and 
wo distorted every Illustration In this 
same manner.
